The ASC is considered to be the premier 
criminological professional organization in 
the United States (and arguably the 
world).
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Objectives of the ASC
The ASC operates with the following objectives:

1. To bring together, in one multidisciplinary society, persons actively engaged in 
research teaching, and/or practice in the field of criminology.

2. To foster criminological scholarship, research, education, and training within 
academic institutions and within the divisions of the criminal justice system, including 
public and private agencies concerned with crime, justice, and corrections.

3. To encourage scholarly, scientific, and practical exchange and cooperation among 
those engaged in criminology.

4. To serve as a forum for the dissemination of criminological knowledge.

50 of those panels were directly relevant to topics of police 
accountability.
